The best statement as to what can be 
landed on our coast and what is needed 


to overcome such forces is contained in 


the statement of the Proper Military Pol- 
icy for the United States, prepared by 
the war college division of the general 
staff corps in compliance with instruc- 
tions of the secretary of war March, 
1915, under date of the army war col- 
lege, September, 1915. 

Remember in reading this that the war 
college wanted to come out for univer- 
sal obligatory military training, but was 
not permitted to do so by the secretary 
of war. For information as to how to 
get the proper number of men and how 
long they should be trained, read Upton’s 
Military Policy of the United States. 

A great deal of useful information can 
be gotten from the house and senate 
committee hearings on military and naval 
affairs.’ Appendix A report of the gen- 
eral board in the back of the annual re- 
port of the secretary of the navy for the 
fiscal year 1915 contains a ‘good deal of 
useful information. The reports of the
